City Cuts Parking 
After Protests

Strong protests by the Edmonton 
Brant h of the Allberta Motor Assoc 
iation over the parking meter fines 
have resulted in the city council re- 
i in ing the by-law penalty provisions. 

When the Motor Association drew 
attention to the manifest injustice 
to motorists over the excessive fines 
for violations of parking meter rcg 
illations, the matter was taken up 
by the city authorities. Finally a re¬ 
duction in the maximum fine was 
recommended to council and later 
approved by that body. 

Formerly, the fine was $1. Through 
the action taken by the city council 
* he fine has been reduced to 50 rents 
but tt has provided that where the 
violation is longer than one hour, the 
$1 penalty is to be imposed. 

Emphasizing the injustice To motor 
ists of the previous penalty, the ass¬ 
ociation showed that on the basis of 
t lie l it st month’s collections, the 
city would collect more than $69,000 
per year from car drivers in parking 
fines. This would be in addition to 
the revenue from parking meters 
themselves, estimated to exceed an¬ 
other $60,000 in a period of one 
year. 

The motor organization is contin¬ 
uing to urge that revenue from park¬ 
ing meters should be used to devel¬ 
op oil-street parking spaces.
